PREFACE 


From The World Book Encyclopedia 
MrD Lo 
Marathon is the name of a 


plain in Greece on which one of 
the decisive battles of history 
was fought. The plain of 
Marathon is about 25 miles from 
Athens. There the Athenians and 
their allies, the Plataeans, 
defeated the armies of King 
Darius of Persia in 490 B.C. 


As the Persian fleet sailed 
away, Miltiades feared that the 
ships would attack Athens by 
sea. He was afraid that the city 
might surrender without knowing 
of the victory at Marathon. He 
chose his swiftest runner, 
Pheidippides, and sent him to 
carry the news of the victory 
to the city. Pheidippides had 
just before carried dispatches 
to Sparta and back, but he 
raced the 25 miles to Athens. 
Pheidippides reached the city 
stumbling and exhausted. He 
gasped, "Rejoice, we conquer" 
and fell dead. 


The word Marathon is often 
used to refer to long distance 
foot races of slightly over 26 
miles. This foot race is one 
of the sporting events at the 
Olympic games. 


BOSTON MARATHON —- PART I 


A marathon race is 26 miles 
and 385 yards. Originally about 
24 miles when Pheidippides ran 
from Marathon to Athens in 
940 B.C. and fell dead after 
bringing joyous news of the 
Greek Victory over the Persians, 


the extra 24 miles were added 
somewhere in history to have 

the runners pass a visiting king 
and queen who were waiting slight- 
ly off course. Now all "marathon" 
races are 26 miles and 385 yards. 
Anyone hoping to win must plan to 
average about 5 minute miles. 
That's not exactly jogging. After 
20 miles one can't help resenting 
the extra 2% to accommodate the 
legendary king and queen. 


I ran in the Boston 
Marathon this year; so did 1151 
others listed officially and many 
unmarked interlopers including 
4 bouncing girls: I blistered 
out at 14 miles. Shameful! 
Disgraceful! No excuses, 
Campbell: Some previous planning 
must have been involved to drop 
out shortly after running in 
glory through Wellesley and 
getting a cheer from my wife, 
daughter, and her college friends 
who were standing there holding 
a big sign saying, RUN! ROLIA, 
RUN: ?? No, not predetermined, 
just prepermitted if you will! 
I had resolved to go more than 
halfway and from there on had 
picked several convenient 
secluded places for a car to wait 
at 14, 17 or 21% miles. 


The most I had run in 
training was 21 miles 5 days 
before which took 2 hours and 
50 minutes. In Boston with all 
the excitement, comradeship, and 
competition and the tremendous 
crowds watching, I ran 14 miles 
in about 6.6 minute/mile, over a 
minute and a half better per mile 
than I had ever averaged before 
running alone. fThe first 25 
finishers were to receive trophies. 
My aim was to finish under 4 hours 


which would qualify me at least 
for a Certificate. 


By 10 miles my feet were on 
fire and I realized I had overdone 
the protective sponge rubber toe 
guards and padding. Bill 
LoCascio had warned me my sexy 
running shoes, selected by old 
middle distance runners' snug- 
fit standards, were simply too 
short and all the stretching in 
the world would not correct that. 
He wanted to cut out the front 
ends of the shoe top to give me 
more toe room for stress points 
noted in training. 


He was right: I left both 
second toenails in Boston to 
keep company with two others 
from my big toes lost ina 
Boston Garden mile relay in 1938. 
The worst frustration this April, 
1969). Wasetha te lb O1dnwte ChinkssL 
was any more tired and not as 
breathless or beat looking as 
many of those who went on to 
finish under 4 hours. Next 
year I'll go back with bigger 
shoes; I want one of those 
Certificates! You might call 
it a Document to a New Lease 
on Life. Besides, the Boston 
Marathon is a crazy and wonderful 
Carnival to be a part of--- 
something you wouldn't believe 
if you weren't there.

What tension! What drama}! 
Imagine 1151 men all trying to 
get into 11 "johns" just before 
the race! (I didn't see the 4 
women in the gym.) 


The day was beautiful: 
setting idyllic, crystal clear 
and a little cool; there was 
even a tail wind to stir around 
the smell of oil of wintergreen 
and old gym shoes on the sun- 
splashed New England town green 
where the runners lined up. 


It was a colorful sight. 
Most contestants were decked out 
in bizarre costumes of their own 
choosing with various shades of 
old) undérshnirts (or Pe -shireces 
and floppy running shorts, and 
the wise ones with BIG old shoes 
with thick soles. I looked like 
a real dude in a matching blue, 
white and gold outfit with big 
letters on the front and rear 
of my shirt saying Hospital for 
Special Surgery. Many wore hats- 
golf hats, fishing hats, tennis 
visors, handkerchiefs tied into 
four knots, and head binders. 
There were even two painters from 
Milwaukee. I wore two HSS sweat 


bands from the Operating Room. 
One fellow defied the sun with a 
red wool sock hat. 


o> isthe A ew Oe Bey ee a 
Things quieted down just 
before the gun went off. I was 
in the middle of the pack, 
number 548, and was so surprised 


by the roar that went up from the 
crowd of runners at the sound of 
the gun and then laughing so hard 
at the yapping of Cox's army 
which seemed pulled down the road 
as though we were all stuck 
together like taffy that I could 
Metaiy tind my feet to run. It 
stuck me that it must have 
sounded like a soundtrack of an 
Indian war. 


After a couple of miles 
there was room on the three lane 
road for more relaxed running and 
even maneuvering. Many of the 
contestants were obviously 
enjoying the affair and not 
despairing about winning. They 
talked and kidded a lot. Endless 
throngs were lined up on both 
sides handing out offerings of 
Gatoraid, slices of oranges, and 
cups of water. Little kids held 
their hands to be shaken, in long 
fines of hands. I am afraid I 
hammed it up a bit in shaking 
their hands and patting their 
heads. 


We had the entire road. The 
winding, twisting, rolling 
contours stretching for miles 
ahead as far as one could see 
Wasea long bright ribbon of 
runners. Our numbers had been 
published in the morning paper 
and many observers with field 
glasses had time to pick out our 
names. We got a lot of jazz. 
Some suggested that Rolla (What 
kind of a name is that?) needed 
the Hospital for Special Surgery 
or would before he got to Boston. 
The attention I got along the 
way annoyed other doctors 
running incognito. I heard 
many people say slowly,

"Took at old doc here." One big 
bearded fellow dressed in a track 
uniform of one of the local 
colleges passed me at 3 miles with 
some crack like that and I caught 
him 6 miles later. As I ran away 
from him on a hill, he made the 
whole thing worthwhile for me by 
laughing short-windedly, 
"Beautiful, Dad, Beautiful:" 


As we ran on from Hopkinton 
through Ashland to Framingham and 
Nadick, the crowds got thicker 
and thicker. Even with motorcycle 
cops on each side, the lane for 
running in the town centers became 
only double file. By the time we 
reached Wellesley there was only 
a small lane open in the center 
of the road. The pavement was 
becoming littered with papercups 
and orange peels and occasionally 
groaning, wretching bodies fallen 
by the side or runners doctoring 
their feet. I began to wish that 
my feet had had a better doctor. 


There are all kinds of run- 
ning styles; some old shufflers 
who shuffled right past my long 
legs and out of sight up the road, 
some high-steppers, but mostly 
heel-toe runners. I tried to 
vary the pattern of putting my 
feet on the ground to ease the 
toe pressure and red hot feeling 
on the bottoms of my soles without 
much luck. The crowds were too 
thick for me to run on the grass 
or dirt beside the road as I had 
often done in practice. 


I traded "ages" with 
several men who looked like they 
might be older than I and was 
pleased to find that some were -- 


many who were still running when 
I quit. One old guy, also 49, 
said to me in the gym before the 
race, "I am going to finish under 
4 hours even if it kills me." I 
didn't quite agree with him. The 
next day one of my friends did 
call up to mock me by saying, 
"Rolla, we looked for you in the 
first 25 finishers and then we 
turned to the obituary page." 
Fooled again: Old Dad has lived 
to RUN again. To paraphrase a 
famous line, Better to have run 
and lost than not to have run at 
rgd A det 


I reckon the Hospital for 
Special Surgery is now better 
known from Hopkinton to 
Wellesley Hills than from 100 
years of orthopaedics. Next 
year I hope to make Eddie Cave, 
Otto Aufranc, Bill Green and 
other competitors really uneasy 
by carrying our sign into the 
Prudential Plaza.

On a recent issue of the magazine 
section of the Sunday New York 
Times, there appeared the follow- 
ing little article: 

"Bone of Contention 


Dr. Charles W. Lester, a retired, 
76 year old surgeon, is one of 
several unpaid volunteers at the 
Museum of Natural History. Over 
the last six years he has examined 
the dust-covered remains of about 
2,000 pre-Columbus Americans, 
searching for evidence of disease. 
One of his findings: a tibia 
formation that is one of the 
indices of syphilis, new evidence 
disproving the old idea that the 
disease was brought to this 
continent from the Old World."
